From Radio Insight: 

ESPN Radio has confirmed that Mike Greenberg will exit the Mike & Mike morning show he has 
co-hosted with Mike Golic since 2000 to host a new Manhattan based television morning show for 
ESPN TV starting on January 1, 2018. Longtime ESPN personality Trey Wingo will replace Greenburg 
on the radio program starting this fall. Wingo has been with ESPN since 1997 and is currently a host 
of NFL Live and anchors the NFL Draft for the network. Both he and Mike Golic have signed long- 
term extensions to remain with ESPN. Mike Golic Jr., who currently hosts First & Last on ESPN Radio 
from 4-6am eastern, will also have an expanded role on the new morning show. Golic Jr. will co-host 
the 6-7am hour with his father and Wingo. 


As part of its planned revamp of all media regulations, the FCC has issued a Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking to eliminate the main studio rule. The rulemaking would end to requirement for every 
broadcast station to have a main studio in or near its city of license and the requirement that it be 
staffed during normal business hours and be able to originate programming. The FCC has granted 
many non-commercial networks such as Educational Media Foundation waivers against the main 
studio rule, allowing the company to operate all of its stations basically as just a box in a rack room 
with all programming coming from their handful of studios. In theory should the rulemaking be 
approved, commercial operators can now do the same, eliminating all local offices and have all of 
their programming coming from a few studios. The FCC also announced it will begin a review of its 
rules applicable to all media entities.

I’ve even read that some 
of the bigger name manufacturers of general coverage radios would attenuate the front ends of their 
products from 3MHz down to prevent overload. (I’d hate to spend money on one to find out that was 
true about it.) 

What I’m wondering is this. Is there anyone in the club that would know of a source of medium 
and longwave specific receiver performance reviews, for both older and newer models, that are not 
portables, that would be useful for someone like me that is looking for a better receiver and is not 
quite ready to fork over the price of a TS-9905S just yet?

Re: Buzz Kill Filter 
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From the ARRL Contest Update (which is a great source of technical news). This device might be 
of interest to AM DX’ers: 

The Four States QRP Group has introduced the new BUZZ-KILL kit for removing power-line buzz 
from an audio channel. The BUZZ-KILL is a comb filter — a notch at 60 Hz and every harmonic of 60 
Hz. According to the website, “This is a compact, flexible design that can be used as a stand-alone 
outboard unit, or it can be easily integrated into an existing receiver (see manual for details). Its 
onboard audio amp is capable of driving a speaker or headphones. Gain is constant from 100 Hz to 
5kHz, so it can be used with any CW, SSB or AM receiver.” The circuit uses two analog delay lines to 
combine the signal with a time-shifted version of the signal, which creates a comb filter.(QRP-L 
mailing list).

If you look at map of 
totality it’s across us. Maybe a group could try to pick up a particular station. We could coordinate 
by email.
